THE  practice  of  comparing  apparently  identical  copies  of  old 
maps  in  the  hope  of  discovering  hitherto  unrecorded  variations 
has  so  developed  during  the  last  half  century  that  it  has  become,  what 
may  be  almost  termed,  a  science  which  has  added  considerable  im- 
portance and  interest  to  the  collecting  of  maps,  plans,  charts,  etc.  As 
long  ago  as  the  year  1880  the  late  Henry  N.  Stevens,  F.R.G.S.,  M.A. 
^    (Hon.,  Mich.),  started  compiling  notes  on  the  variations  that  had 
j:    come  to  light  in  the  maps  he  was  handling,  which  culminated  in  the 
^  publication  in  1905  of  his  well-known  essay  on  the  maps  of  Lewis  Ev- 
ans which  ran  into  three  editions,  all  of  which  are  out  of  print  and  are 
much  sought  after.  As  he  had  accumulated  a  mass  of  information 
about  the  maps  he  had  compared,  he  planned  to  publish  a  general 
work  on  similar  lines  but  unfortunately  the  exigencies  of  his  business 
J  activities  never  allowed  him  to  carry  out  the  project.  During  the 
twenty  years  since  his  death  when  any  new  discovery  was  made  it 
was  incorporated  into  his  notes  with  the  result  that  at  the  present 
time  a  mass  of  important  bibliographical  information  has  been  gath- 
ered together. 
^      The  following  descriptions,  based  on  this  information,  are,  gener- 
.  ally  speaking,  confined  to  maps  which  were  separately  issued  or  are 
^  to  be  found  in  atlases  of  the  period.  We  have  included  maps  which 
J  occur  in  books  only  if  they  have  been  separately  issued  in  the  first 
^  place.  Maps  in  the  same  category  as  Capt.  John  Smith's  Map  of  New 
^England  and  Map  of  Virginia,  which  occur  in  several  states,  have 
V  been  omitted  as  have  also  those  maps,  similar  to  those  of  Herman 
^^oU,  which  were  issued,  during  a  period  of  half  a  century,  without 
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any  alterations  other  than  that  of  the  name  or  names  in  their  undated 
imprints. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  maps  here  listed  are  only  those 
which  have  passed  through  our  hands  or  which  have  been  brought  to 
our  notice  and  that  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  search  any  of  the 
great  map  collections  for  additional  information  or  in  the  hope  of  dis- 
covering other  titles  or  issues. 

The  maps  have  been  arranged  alphabetically  by  subject  rather  than 
chronologically  as  by  this  method  the  need  for  an  extensive  index  is 
obviated.

Copies  of  the 
main  chart  with  the  descriptive  matter  engraved  direct 
on  the  plate  instead  of  on  the  separate  pasted-on  slip  have 
been  observed.
